PARIS, Jan. 18. — (By the Associated Press) — The 
peace congress destined to be historic and on which the 
eyes of the world are now centered was opened this aft­ 
ernoon in the great Salle de la Parix. 
The proceedings, 
which were confined to the election of Georges Ciemenceau 
the French premier as permanent chairman of the confer­ 
ence, an address of welcome by the president of the French 
republic, Raymond Poincare, and speeches by President 
Wilson, Premier Lloyd Gecrge and Baron Sonnino, were 
characterized by expressions of lasting friendship and the 
apparent determination of the representatives of the vari­ 
ous nations to come to an amicable understanding with re­ 
spect to the problems to be decided by the conference. 
When President Poincare spoke the entire assembly stood, 
and the fact that, according to custom, no applause greet- J 
ed his utterance gave greater solemnity to the scene. 
Ciemenceau Accepts Presidency 
M. Clemenceau’s acceptance of the presidency of the 
congress was both a feeling expression of personal grati­ 
tude and a definite outline of the great questions immedi- 
\ ately ahead. Three of these Larger general subjects he de- 
'Tftied as responsibility for the war. responsibility for crimes 
during the war and international labor legislation. 
The 
league of nations he declared was at the head of the pro­ 
gram for the next full session. 
“Our ambition is a great and noble one,” said M. Clem- 
^*nceau. “We wish to avoid a repetition of the catastrophe 
which bathed the world in blood. If the league of nations 
is to be practicable we must all be re-united. Let us carry 
out our program quickly and in an effective manner.” Re­ 
ferring to the authors of the war he said he had consulted 
two eminent jurists on the penal responsibility of the for­ 
mer German emperor and each delegate would receive a 
copy of the report. In all seventy-two seas w e r e provided 
for the opening session of the peace congress. On the out­ 
side of the great horse shoe were arranged the Japanese, 
British and Colonial delegates and the seat o f the fifth 
British delegate. A chair for the fifth American delegate 
also was reserved immediately to the right o f the table o f 
honor. 
Many Nations are Represented 
The Italian, Belgian, Brazilian, Cuban, Haitian, Peru 
Vian, Portuguese, Serbian, Czecho-Slovakian and Urn 
guayan delegates sat in the order named. 
Across at the 
left wing of the table sat the Siamese, Roumanian, Polish, 
Liberian, Hedjas, Guatemalan, Ecuadorian, Chinese and 
Bolivian delegations. 
As the delegations arrived they were met by fanfares 
, of trumpets and accorded military honors by the troops. 
The Japanese were among the earlier arrivals and were 
followed by the Siamese and East Indians in picturesque 
turbans.

powers which will probably meet 
Monday morning. 
Lloyd George's Address. 
Paris, 
Jan. IS.— Following is 
the address of the British prime 
minister at the opening session of 
the peace conference, 
.Mr. Lloyd George said: 
“I count it not merely a pleas­ 
ure but a great pleasure that 
I 
should be expected on behalf of 
the British empire delegates 
to 
support Hie motion of President 
Wilson. 
I do so for this reason 
which he has so eloquently given 
expression, was a compelling and 
a conspicuous figure in the politics 
of his native land and his fame 
had extended 
far 
beyond 
the 
bounds ot France. 
“ Were it not for that undoubt­ 
ed fact, Mr President, 
I 
should 
have treated as a legend the com­ 
mon report of your years. 
I have 
attended many conferences with 
Mr. Clemeneeau and in them all 
the 
most vigorous, the most en­ 
during and the 
most 
youthful 
figure there has been that of Mr. 
Clemeneeau. 
He has 
had 
the 
youthfulness, he has 
had 
the 
hopefulness and the fearlessness 
of youth. 
He is indeed the grand 
young man of France and I am 
proud to stand here 
to 
propose 
that he should take the chair in 
this great conference that is 
to 
settle the peace of the world. 
I 
know of none better qualified, or 
as well qualified sto occupy thi 
chair than Mr. Clemeneeau. And 
I speak from my experience in its 
claim. 
He and I have not always 
agreed.

“ Bot altho there will bo delays

And tin* fact that Mr. Clemeneeau

except the difficulties which are 
essential in what we have to per­ 
form.

We have come together as 
friends, we must leave this hall as 
friends. 
That gentlemen is the 
first thought th at comes to me. 
All else must be subordinated to 
the necessity of a closer and closer 
union among the

and to the necessity of remaining 
friends.

H o p s is here.

“ As I told President Wilson a 
few days ago there is no sacrifice 
that I ain not willing to make In 
order to accomplish this, and I 
do not doubt that you all have the 
same sentiment.

was seething 
with humanity. 
The government along with Its 
work of erecting the great plants 
for the manufacture 
of 
explo­ 
sives, 
nitro-glyceriu, 
sulphate 
acid and smokeless powder, be­ 
ing among the products, built to 
a 
system 
of 
hospitals. 
Miss 
Mount was located at 
the 
base 
hospital 
splendidly 
equipped 
and with 500 
beds. 
There 
are 
also seven field hospitals in 
the 
danger zoqe, one emergency hos­ 
pital and a large number of dis­ 
pensaries. The base hospital was 
full all the time and 
with 
both 
surgical and medical cases 
and 
the ninety five Red Cross nurses 
found their time fully taken. 
City Disintegrates. 
Miss Mount during the 
first 
part of her stay at the 
hospital 
was chief surgical nurse and 
for 
the remaining time assistant sup­ 
erintendent of nurses. When tho 
armistice was signed, work; 
on 
the 
building ceased at once and 
demobilization of the population 
begun almost immediately. 
Soon 
afterward 
the great buildings 
were turned over to the ordnance 
department and now practically 
the only persons left at Nitro are 
the guards and the 
1,000 
sol­ 
diers. 
Just 
what 
will be done 
with the plant one can only con­ 
jecture. 
It is admirably located 
from a manufacturing standpoint 
as it adjoins rich fields of 
coal 
and ore. 
Henry Ford and 
other 
large manufactures have 
looked 
over the plant but it is possible 
that it may be necessary for the 
government 
simply to dismantle 
the building. 
Miss Mount, 
altho she lived 
strenuously at Nitro, said yester­ 
day that she thoroly enjoyed the 
work and was glad 
indeed 
she 
bad entered it.

Two 
weeks ago another conference was 
held at the national capital which 
Mr. (Begg also attended. There are 
between forty-five and fifty pack­ 
ers who attend these conferences 
and they represent the industry 
from all parts of the ll. S. 
The business of packing con­ 
cerns these days runs to such en­ 
ormous figures that it is almost 
impossible for the average busi­ 
ness man to grasp them. 
In the 
handling of the meat supply for 
the U. S. and her allies during the 
day of the war 
and since, the 
packers and the food administra­ 
tion have necessarily worked to­ 
gether and it has 'been thru the 
co-operative effort that the pro­ 
duction 
and 
transportation 
of 
such vast supplies have been pos­ 
sible. * 
Enormous Export Shipment*. 
The 
demand 
from 
England, 
France and Italy for packers’ pro­ 
ducts has been such that 431,000,- 
000 pounds was required monthly. 
Nearly all of this total was made 
up of pork products and to secure 
this production the orders have 
been apportioned among the pack­ 
ers according to their ability to 
secure products and prepare them 
for export purposes. 
Meats th a t are intended for ex­ 
port are dressed in a somewhat 
different way than those intended 
for home consumption and 
the 
products prepared for the different 
foreign countries are not all the 
same, each one having its own 
special requirements. 
So not all 
packers 
are equipped to produce 
goods for the foreign markets. Re 
cently England has, because of 
lack of shipping or terminal facil­ 
ities or from some other cause, 
ceased taking a considerable por­ 
tion of its allotment. 
As a result the orders as dis­ 
tributed among the packing con­ 
cerns making export goods, has 
been disturbed. The total produc­ 
tion of 431,000,000 pounds per 
month, therefore, has 
not been 
necessary recently and this 
has 
been shown by the fact that the 
packers have not been taking on 
as many hogs as they did during J 
previous weeks. 
There is an im­ 
mense foreign 
demand for all 
pork products and a number of 
nations need the 
products, but 
thus far have not been able to 
make financial arrangement that 
will give 
the, packing 
concerns 
their needed protection. 
Hoover is Dictator. 


All these problems of supply at 
present are in the hands of Her­ 
bert Hoover, chief of the food ad­ 
ministration, and as he has been 
in Europe it has not 
somehow 
been possible to straighten them 
out, altho he has an able vice 
chairman serving in his stead in 
Washington.

tomorrow and Tuesday, it is ex­ 
pected to outline some program 
of production 
and 
distribution 
which will take care of the vast 
number of hogs that the farmers

ment to demand it.

will include one of these weapons 
among the 2.500 gu n s they are re­ 
quired to give up under the a r ­ 
mistice.

First, Guns Faced On I arts 
Facts obtained by military ex­ 
perts show that 
th e first 8 un* 
that fired upon P a ris on March 
23 
last, numbered three. 
They 
were installed n e a r Mont-Joie, in 
the forest of Saint Gobain 
Two 
were on the sam e railroad spur 
leading out of Laon 
while the 
third was a little farther east in 
the vicinity of Crepy. 
According to th e latest infor­ 
mal ion, the guns w ere pointed at 
an angle of more th a n 65 degrees, 
a charge of three hundred pounds 
of powder propelling the projec­ 
tile to a height 
of one hundred 
thousand feet (nearly 19 miles) 
on its murderous mission to Paris. 
With every 
shot 
ten or twelve 
marine guns of sixteen or seven- 
t66P*inch calibre fired simultftn- 
eously upon targets unknown in 
order to conceal th e location of 
tile super-cannon. 
The shell was 
of 210 millimetre calibre (about 
eight inches.) 
It weighed three 
hundred pounds bu t the charge of 
explosive contained therein var­ 
ied 
between 
thirty 
and 
forty 
pounds. 
In the m anufacture of the shell 
resided an Innovation of the Ger­ 
mans. 
it is said 
to lave been 
made of a special 
steel treated 
with tungsten so V to offer the 
maximum of resistance for a m in­ 
imum of weight. 
The guns only 
protection was in camouflage and 
it proved to be no piotection at all 
as allied aviators 
sorn located 
them. 
T h e ^ is a report that sev­ 
eral aviators, Americans, French, 
British, lost their lives in locating 
the first three B erthas in the for­ 
est of St. Gobain but upon that 
point officials are silent. 
One BeH ha Demolished 
However, on March 27, one of 
the Berthas was blown up by an 
aerial torpedo which tore a hole 
in the ground m ore than fifty feet 
in diameter, 
a 
photograph of 
which was taken. 
The second was 
put out of business In the last 
days of April, w hile the third of 
the original three was sllengwd in 
May. 
. 
It is now asserted that two or 
these guns were remodeled into a 
larger calibre, nine-inch, and that 
these remodeled 
guns were the 
ones which resum ed the shelling 
of Paris late in May last. 
Subsequently th e Germans suc­ 
ceeded in utilizing large calibred 
guns for long distance firing for, 
in August, they used a marine gun 
from 
near 
Soissons, 
firing 
a 
twelve and a half inch shell. They 
were preparing to subject Paris 
to an intensive bombardment Huoh 
as Dunkirk had 
to suffer when 
they were driven out of their Sols- 
aons-Chateau Thierry line by the 
counter-offensive of the allies. 
Commandant Mirbel, the mili­ 
tary expert, 
who organized the 
Turkish artillery before the Ger­ 
mans assumed churge of the mili­ 
tary affairs of th e country, told 
The Associated 
Press that the 
whole secret of th e German long 
distance gun lay in the invention 
of a special high explosive powder 
which could only be used In guns 
constructed with a special steel of 
extraordinary 
resisting 
power. 
The Germans had commenced the 
generalization of the process and 
they were manufacturing several 
guns similar to their Soissons one 
but Marshal F o e h ’s offensive de­ 
ranged their plans. 


TO MAKE NEW 
AIRPLANE ENGINE 
London, Dec.— One of the fac­ 
tories which manufactured two of 
the airplanes which aided to es­ 
tablish the supremacy of th e Brit­ 
ish aviator over the German In 
France is now preparing to make 
a new engine which is expected to 
develop from SOU to 1,000 horse­ 
power. 
It is claimed here th a t the 
new engine will be the most pow­ 
erful airplane engine In existence 
and that it should 
do much to 
solve the problem of commercial 
iviat ion.
